Ike Fails to

The Sue* Cahnl issue was back oh 
the shell today after an incohclu-

Security 
Council 
debate 


touched off by France's call for 
new negotiations oft Egyp'ts uni- 
lateral operation of the waterway, 


the two-day discussion achieved 


only one concrete result — a re- 
quest by Co-meil President Mehry 
Cabot Lodge of the United Stales 
that Egypt amplify her rules, for 
running the canal. 


Egyptian 
delegate Omar Loutfi 


indicated he had little intention of 
making any such amplification, 


Loutfi received quick support as 


Usual from ftussian Delegate Ar- 
kady A. SoVoluv, who asserted 
Lodge's summary at the debate 
reflected the views of individual 
members and hot the Council as 
a whole.

York to press demands for new'
